This is a honey of a year for new busi- 
ness. It’s been a long time since there have 
been so many new ways for pest control op- 
erators to expand their services. 

Applying soil poisons to prevent termite 
attack before slab-type houses are built 
opens up a whole new field with a sales po- 
tential that staggers the imagination. It 
would be good building practice to have pre- 
ventive termite poisoning included in the 
specifications of every new  basementless 
house. That may come some day, but you 
can do some hard selling now among realtors, 
loan agencies, and builders to begin realiz- 
ing new income from this kind of work. But, 
don’t overlook every chance you have to talk 
the advantages of such a sound property 
program to the general public. Homeowners 
and prospective homeowners have to be sold, 
too. 

Next month we shall publish a provocative 
article by Dr. Harold Gunderson who advo- 
cates PCOs should offer a complete pest 
control service to grain elevators. Uncle 
Sam is seeing to it, through his inspection 
forces, that grain suppliers provide our din- 
ner tables with grains that are free of insect 
and rodent contamination. PCOs_ located 
wherever grain is harvested, stored or sold 
should tie right in with the federal grain 
sanitation program by providing an all-in- 
clusive service. 

Environmental sanitation is now an es- 
sential part of every PCO’s job. Part of 
that job includes being sure the area imme- 
diately surrounding a structure is free of 
insect and rodent harboring weeds. In March 
there'll be an article on this subject showing 
you how you can include weed elimination 
along with routine pest control. Hundreds 
of warehouses, bakeries, etc., etc. have a 
weed probleem that needs to be cleared up. 
Nothing more than your present large 
spraying equipment and a new chemical are 
necessary to add weed elimination to your 
all-around sanitation job. 

And lastly, there’s extra office income to 
be made selling over-the-counter the full 
line of pest control and allied sanitation 
items being offered to PCOs at special deal- 
er discounts. 

Financial services are unanimous in ex- 
pressing the belief that business should be 
as good as last year during the first nine 
mon'hs of 1953. From what we see of the 
potential in our urban and _ industrial pest 
control industry, pest control men should 
realize, instead, an even better vear than the

The termite control operator 
should not be unmindful of the op- 
portunities present methods of 
financing give him. Only a few 
years ago the mortgages on homes 
were renewed every five years. At 
renewal time, the lending agency 
had the right and opportunity to 
inspect the home before renewing 
the mortgage. In these inspections 
many times the early stages of 
termite damage were discovered. 

Today, however, with mort- 
gages running for 20 to 25 years, 
lending agencies do not have the 
opportunity of frequent inspec- 
tions of a residence. Studies indi- 
cate termite damage the tenth 
year is greater than in the first 
nine years because termites have 
become so firmly established in 
the house, with tunnels completed 
and a trail of shredded wood be- 
hind them. This represents a very 
real liability to mortgage holders

An air compressor and air ham- 
mer rig becomes invaluable when 
it is necessary to cut across open- 
ings in thick granite or other 
tough masonry foundation walls. 
Where drilling of concrete floor 
slabs is required, the air compres- 
sor rig again proves its usefulness 
in the field of termite control. 
Mortar joints of double and triple 
brick walls can also be quickly 
penetrated with this modern tool. 
Equipped with a special spade at- 
tachment, they are also utilized 
for trenching in hard earth.

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HILE prefabricated and slab 
type construction may be 
new to a few, those of you who 
have had experience probably 
wished they had remained only a 
fantastic dream on the architect’s 
drawing board. Personally, some 
of my greatest headaches have 
occured while prescribing treat- 
ments for prefabricated and slab 
type residential constructions. In 
the outline on page 18, I have at- 
tempted to present a systematic 
and logical procedure for inspect- 
ing and diagnosing construction 
of this type of residence, to enable 
you to prescribe a successful ter- 
mite control treatment. I cannot 
emphasize too strongly the abso- 
lute necessity of learning every 
construction detail which may 
hide or contain termites, or be 
susceptible to future attack. 
Being nosey is a good habit to 
cultivate, if you restrict it to nos- 
ing around a house of this type 
under construction. You may be 
called in to correct mistakes and 
keep termites out of this house 
some day. Details for application 
of treatment can, in almost every 
instance, be found in the “Ap- 
proved Reference Procedures For 
Subterranean Termite Control’ 


_ 


prepared by the National Pest 
Control Association for its mem- 
bership. 


e Use Blue-Prints With Caution 
Use blueprints and specifica- 
tions for the residence when they 
are available, but believe only 
what you actually see. Don’t 
think you are always going to 
find a four inch concrete slab of 
1-2-4 mix with a one inch topping 
of 1-3 mix, just because the speci- 
fication reads that way. It could 
be a 1/2-5-10 cinder mix that you 
find under the hardwood floor. 
Consider surface drainage 
around the residence. If surface 
water drains toward the West 
foundation wall and stands there 
until it soaks through the founda- 
tion into the fill or partially ex- 
cavated area under the _ house, 
better make a notation in your 
notebook to double check for ter- 
mites in this section. Everyone 
should use a notebook freely while 
making an_ inspection, taking 
notes that will allow you to finish 
up with a seale drawing of the 
foundation plan.

Does the residence have gutters, 
or down spouts which empty into 
drain tiles that carry away the 
water from the roof? If the an- 
swer is no, then figure on correct- 
ing this condition when prescrib- 
ing your treatment. What was on 
the ground before the house was 
built? Are there any stumps or 
dead trees near the foundation? 
How about stumps under the 
house? Remember, it is expensive 
to dig out a big stump. A slab 
type house can conceal a number 
of stumps or even logs. It may 
have saved money to cover them 
up when the house was built, but 
don’t let it cost you for not find- 
ing them if they are there. 

e@ Plaster May Cover Hollow 
Concrete Block Foundations 
Determine the type of material 

or materials used for the founda- 

tion. Den’t let a specification or 

a good plaster job fool you. Plas- 

ter may be covering hollow con- 

crete blocks or hollow tile. Indi- 
cate the location of all settlement 
cracks and poor mortar joints in 
your notebook. Remember, one of 
the functions of a foundation is 
to keep out water and termites.

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These functions are more critical 
in this type of home construction. 

What is the relation between 
the top of the foundation and soil 
line, sometimes referred to as 
foundation grade line? In many 
cases, the finished floor level may 
be on a line with the top of the 
foundation. This will be discussed 
more fully vuder interior inspec- 
tion. In most instances, patios, 
terraces and porches raise the 
grade line, i. e., raise the soil line 
above the top of the foundation. 
Are these patios, terraces, and 
porches resting on ground, or do 
they have a foundation, which 
may indicate wood forms or debris 
fill? Remember, you may be deal- 
ing with shallow foundations 
30” to 40”. 

How about foundation plant- 
ings of shrubs and vines? Are 
roots from large trees going to 
be encountered when you treat 
along the foundation? Are roots 
from living trees growing under 
the house? Don’t let yourself pay 
for a tree you may have killed, or 
that just passed away from 
drought, starvation or old age. 
Have a definite agreement with 
the owner before you start the 
job. Some trees may already be 
dead that the owner may not 
know about. A friendly landscape 
engineer informs me his prices 
start from $125.00 for planting 
a 3” to 4” tree, with only a two 
year guarantee. 

e@ Construction Varies in Exterior 

Construction of the exterior 
walls of pre-fab and slab-type 
buildings may be as varied as the 
colors in Jacob’s coat. It isn’t un- 
common to find brick, frame and 
stone — all in a single specimen. 
Brick and stone portions may 
only be veneer. Drill a hole in a 
mortar joint and be sure, if there 
is the slightest doubt in your 
mind. Veneers are not only diffi- 
cult to treat, but the structural 
wood members behind them are 
even more difficult to repair. 
Poured concrete exterior walls are 
an actuality in too few instances. 

Where wood is used in exterior 
walls, typical frame construction 
may be most economically inspect- 
ed from the outside, where weather 
boards or other types of horizon- 
tal siding are used. Remove a suf- 
ficient amount of the bottom 
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course of siding, and remove or 
cut holes in sheathing to permit 
inspection of sills and studs. 
Weather board can be replaced 
with brass or aluminum screws 
and joints which refuse to close 
tightly can be caulked. Masonry, 
asbestos and asphalt siding, ply- 
wood, masonite, asbestos board, 
veneers, poured concrete construc- 
tions and interior partition walls 
usually have to be inspected from 
the inside, by removing the base- 
board and cutting inspection 
openings in such a manner that 
they can be covered by the base- 
board. 

Water leaking into walls in this 
type of construction is even more 
critical than in conventional types 
of construction, where leaks are 
readily detected while inspecting 
the basement. 

e Termites Need Moisture 

Isolated termite infestations 
can survive and remain active 
without soil contact, if they can 
obtain moisture. Many insulating 
materials used in walls hold water 
like a sponge. Metal window 
frames often depend on caulking 
entirely to make them water tight. 
Caulking is used profusely in 
many types of prefabs for water- 
proofing joints of prefab sections. 
When water leaks down through 
walls into the area under a house 
of slab-type construction, there 
are no drainage tiles to carry it 
away. Keeping soil dry under 
pre-fab houses is more difficult 
than in conventional construction. 


Any decay which may cause 
some of the damage to sleepers, 
subfloor or finished floor is an in- 
dication of a moisture problem. 
Musty, disagreeable odors are of - 
ten present under such conditions. 
Seldom is any provision made for 
ventilation of the area between 
subfloor and slab. Leaking sew- 
ers, water pipes or surface water 
may be possible sources of mois- 
ture. Correcting such a condition 
must be included in your treat- 
ment. 

Some structures may be entire- 
ly unexcavated or only partially 
excavated. Unexcavated areas are 
where floor structures are sup- 
ported directly by earth; there 
may be sand, cinder, crushed stone 
or gravel fill, or undisturbed 
earth. Partially excavated areas 
are where the floor structures are 
not supported directly by the 
earth, but where no true basement 
exists, leaving only crawl space 
or even less. Pits for floor fur- 
naces come under this classifica- 
tion. 

Unexcavated areas dominate 
this type of structure. First, de- 
termine the type of floor con- 
struction. Specifications and blue 
prints can be helpful, but don’t 
depend on them alone. Opening 
the trap door provided to inspect 
bathtub plumbing is one way you 
can gain information on floor con- 
struction. Another method is re- 
moving closet floors. There may 
be one or more types of floor con- 
struction in use. Be sure you know

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which floor construction has been 
installed. This is one of the most 
important factors you deal with 
in prescribing a proper treatment. 
Usually, floors are supported by 
a concrete slab. The thickness of 
the slab and quality of concrete 
is extremely important. Reinforc- 
ing rods or steel wire mesh may or 
may not have been used in the 
slab. If floors show signs of un- 
even settling, this may indicate a 
broken slab. Ordinarily, an ex- 
pansion joint of some type is used 
between the edges of the slab and 
foundation. Foundations usually 
do not provide support for the 
slab. The joint between slab and 
foundation is a critical entry 
point for termites. 

Most common material used in 
this joint, to allow for expansion, 
is composed of a cellotex-like ma- 
terial, impregnated with asphalt. 
Termites relish this type of ex- 
pansion strip. Structurally, this 
expansion strip also insulates the 
slab from the foundation, to re- 
duce heat loss. Don’t depend upon 
this expansion strip to keep ter- 
mites under the slab. Asphalt may 
be soluble in your treating ma- 
terial, and may be absorbed by a 
wood floor and cause staining of 
the floor, baseboard or quarter 
round. If the finished floor is con- 
crete, rubber or asphalt tile, this 
is a starvation diet for termites. 
However, if wood has been used, 

linoleum, which contains cork 
and jute, prepare for a headache. 
Wood floors may be “glued” down 
directly to concrete slabs. Here, 
again, check on the solubility of 
the adhesive or mastic, in your 
treating material. Floors may be- 
come stained, or loosened from the 
slab. 

e@ Watch For “Sleepers” 

Where wood sleepers are used 
under the finished floor, they may 
be tapered and laid in the concrete 
slab. Concrete slabs offer little 
termite protection to sleepers laid 
in a concrete slab, for the layer 
of concrete under sleepers may be 
thin, or may not be under the 
sleeper. This is often true where 
sleepers are set and _ concrete 
poured around them. Sleepers 
may have been held in place by 
wood stakes which were not re- 
moved, or supported by blocks of 
wood. This type of slab is often

Sometimes waterproofing _ is 
used in slab construction. Drilling 
holes through a_ waterproofed 
slab has much the same effect as 
boring holes in the bottom of a 


boat. Know how to water-proof 


drill holes before you begin drill- 
ing. 

There are several types of 
waterproofing. One type consists 
of asphalt, impregnated felt or 
paper laid on the fill before the 
concrete slab is poured. In other 
types, the waterproofing agent 
may be added to the concrete slab, 
or in some cases to the slab top- 
ping. Occasionally, waterproof 
paper is placed on top of sleepers 
or on top of the subfloor. Here 
again, you may experience trouble

e Heat Ducts May Be 

Termite Passage 

Types of heating units may 
have a bearing on prescribing ter- 
mite control treatments in some of 
the new structural designs. One 
type consists of iron pipe or cop- 
per tubing imbedded in the con- 
crete slab. Think twice before you 
start drilling such a slab. with its 
maze of concealed pipes. Prestone 
or other types of permanent anti- 
freeze is sometimes used instead of 
water for heat circulation in the 
pipes. Where hot air is used, there 
may be heat ducts under the slab. 
Heat ducts may be of poured con- 
crete, and form lumber may have 
been left in the ducts. These ducts 
may carry your treating material 
away like a sewer and flood the 
furnace, leaving an _ untreated 
area under the slab. Swarmers 
often follow these heat ducts and 
boil out of the furnace or the reg- 
ister in a second floor powder 
room. 

Then, of course, you may also 
find sewer pipes, fuel oil pipes, 
water pipes and electric cables 
laid under a slab. Such a situation 
obviously calls for extreme cau- 
tion when application of treat- 
ment is made. It is wise to enter 
into an agreement with the owner 
whereby the owner pays the ac- 
tual cost of repair of damage to 
any of these utilities as a result 
of the application of your treat- 
ment. 

e Constant Warmth Makes 

Interiors Dangerous 

‘Termite hazards are often more 
critical in partition walls than in 
outside walls. Temperature and 
moisture conditions can be opti- 
mum when it is zero outside. It is 
absolutely essential you be sure of 
the construction details of parti- 
tion walls. Don’t assume that wall 
construction is going to be uni- 
form throughout the house. The 
house may have been remodeled 
and additions built on. Walls of 
wood construction should’ be 
opened at the base by removing 
the baseboards, if possible. Plas- 
ter or wall coverings can be cut to 
expose the plates and studs. De- 
termine how the plates are an- 
chored to the floor. It isn’t un- 
common to find 2x4 stakes driven 
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into the fill serving as anchors. 
In some cases the plate may be 
nailed or bolted to the slab, or 
may be set on the fill and the con- 
crete slab poured around it. Be 
thorough in your inspection. 
Many times partitions are sup- 
ported on stacks of wood blocks 
which rest on the earth. 

When cutting inspection open- 
ings, design them so the covering 
is held in place by screws to per- 
mit future inspections. Careful 
measurements must be made of all 
inside partitions, and the loca- 
tions of all partitions indicated 
on your work drawing. You will 
appreciate this information when 
you start prescribing treatment, 
when you figure costs and as part 
of your permanent records. 

In many cases, some part of 
the area covered by the building 
may be partially excavated. First 
consideration must be given to 
clearance between wood members 
and soil. Minimum clearance 
standards have been worked out 
in the NPCA’s A. R. P.’s for Sub- 
terranean Termite Control. Mois- 
ture content of the soil is im 
portant under these conditions. 
Standing water or mud may be 
caused by a number of leakage 
factors discussed earlier. Mois- 
ture conditions should be correct- 
ed as part of your treatment. If 
diagnosis indicates surface water 
seeping under a shallow founda- 
tion, drain tiles can be laid along 
the foundation. Filling the trench 
dug for the tile with coarse stone 
or gravel will keep water from 
seeping through a very porous 
foundation before it gets in the 
tile. Where foundation tile drains 
do not flow by gravity into es- 
tablished drains such as storm 
sewers, an automatic electric 
pump may be used to raise the 
water to the necessary level. Cor- 
rect leakage from sewers, air con- 
ditioning units or plumbing. Ven- 
tilation in these areas will help 
lower soil and air moisture. You 
may find it necessary to install 
window wells for your ventilators. 
As with conventional construc- 
tion, cellulose-containing debris 
and stumps must be removed from 
unexcavated areas. 


e@ Points To Remember 
Every critical construction 
feature which offers itself for ter- 


mite attack, or which may, in the 
future, be an opening for termite 
infestation, should be diagnosed. 
Study methods of pre-fab and 
slab type housing construction. 
Verify blue prints and specifica- 
tions by actual inspections. Con- 
trolling soil moisture is of para- 
mount importance. Inside parti- 
tion walls can be more susceptible 
to termite attack than exterior 
walls. Check. inspect, then doub'e 
check the floor construction in 
unexcavated areas. Record your 
findings in your notes and on a 
scale work drawing. ‘The public 
has the right to termite protec- 
tion for pre-fab and slab type 
housing. Learn to diagnose, pre- 
scribe and apply effective termite 
control treatments for these types 
of construction which will be a 
credit to our individual firms and 
the industry as a whole.

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GIMMICKS, GADGETS AND THING-A-MA-JIGS FOR 


Rat and Mouse Control 


PART ONE 


Y DEFINITION of a gimmick 

is not something tricky, al- 
though it might be something 
‘ratchy, however that is not 
enough. To me a gimmick, and 
the sense in which I intend to dis- 
cuss it, is a means of putting 
across an idea, or a way in which 
something is done. 


e Sales Gimmicks Not Costly 


Most of us are in the business 
of providing a service or helping 
others provide a service. A gim- 
mick should help in getting across 
that idea or information. You 
may be using photographs or col- 
ored slides, posters or billboards, 
radio or T.V., scripts, newspaper 
releases or instruction leaflets, 
exhibits, or newspaper and phone 
book advertisements. All these 
may be gimmicks to us but they 
are actually tools of the advertis- 
ing trade. They are especially im- 
portant to the pest control opera- 
tor who does work in towns other 
than where he has his place of 
business. Local people prefer to 
do business at home and, there- 
fore, your sales gimmicks must be 
adequate and accurate. None of 
these things are too expensive and 
they should result in more sales. 

Instead of approaching a pro- 
spective client with talk alone, 
one could use a loose leaf note- 
book containing enlarged black 
and white photographs of damage 
caused by pests. The pictures 
should show scenes familiar to this 
client. If this is not possible then 
a plan layout of a mythical estab- 
lishment may be used. This, to my 
mind, is a gimmick which gives 
you the opportunity to show the

client just what you intend to do 
and, after your initial inspection, 
just where you intend to do it. In 
some cases small models of build- 
ings could be used. I have in mind 
a model which goes together like 
a prefabricated home and, when 
taken apart, may be carried in a 
brief case. It seems to me that this 
type of gimmick would be invalu- 
able in presenting the problem 
and helping clients visualize your 
proposed solution. 


e Give Client Something To Do 


I think that in some cases you 
miss an opportunity by not giv- 
ing a client something to do dur- 
ing the time you are providing 
your service. For example, some 
firms advertise that they are pre- 
pared to do everything necessary 
to control rats. In some cases this 
is true, but most of you are not 
really in a position to do so. You 
remove the rats but you are not 
equipped to remove the 
Yet you can advise regarding 
harborage removal, food protec- 
tion, rat stoppage and so forth. 
In many cases clients will be unin- 
terested but the better ones will 
want to know these things. If you 
do provide this additional consul- 
tation service you can make a 
routine inspection each time you 
treat the premises and leave an 
inspection report with the cus- 
tomer. There are several profes- 
sional pest control firms in busi- 
ness today which are doing this as 
a standard practice, especially 
when working in food storage or 
processing establishments.

This is a gimmick which should 
be helpful to you in selling your 
service. But there are other types 


of gimmicks which should not be 
overlooked. These are ways of do- 
ing your work more easily and 
more effectively. 


e@ Here’s A Neat 1080 Trick 
There is a gimmick which pre- 
vents you from inhaling 1080 
powder. To eight ounces by 
weight of 1080 add 1214 fluid 
ounces of water and stir. This will 
give you 16 fluid ounces of 1080 
water. Use this at the rate of one 
ounce to a gallon of water and 
you have the same toxicity level 
as the standard 14 ounce of pow- 


der to a gallon of water. And no 
1080 dust. 


e And Another On Safety 

The thought comes to my mind 
that it might be a good idea for 
each of you to consider placing 
some mark of identification on 
your bait placements. You ought 
to have a warning poster tacked 
upon a bulletin board, post or 
wall on the premises as well as on 
bait boxes. This should include 
first aid information and other in- 
formation you would like your 
client to know in case of emer- 
gency. Your business card is not 
sufficient because it may not be 
handy when the emergency arises. 

Continuing along the same line, 
it would do a lot of good for you 
to assure yourselves that some lo- 
cal physician and veterinarian is 
up-to-date on animal poisoning 
by rodenticides. I know that hos- 
pitals welcome any information 
they can tack up on their emer- 
gency room bulletin board. (Fur- 
nish them with a copy of the anti-

In 
food handling establishments, es- 
pecially, many things will look as 
though they had been contami- 
nated by urine salts. Actually, it 
might be fats, oils or even dust. 
I am sure that there are many 
people, especially inspection spe- 
cialists, and some of you, who are 
experts at this. 

Here is another method of de- 
termining urine contamination 
and it is supposed to be specific. 
Take 3 grams of paradimethy! 
aminobenzaldehyde and add 
enough ethyl alchol to dissolve it. 
It should take 25 to 30 ccs. To 
this add enough saturated exalic 
acid to make 100 ces total. Brush 
this on a suspected spot or sur- 
face with a camel’s hair brush. A 
chrome yellow color means a posi- 
tive result. You need a little ex- 
perience in reading results be- 
cause the solution itself is some- 
what yellowish. 

e Chicken Manure Attracts Rats 

There are several operators 
who use live traps on special jobs. 
If the dead rats might be more of 
a menace to the client than the 
live ones, then trapping is essen- 
tial. Live traps seem to be pre- 
ferred because they usually get 
more than one rat a time. The 
trouble lies in getting the first rat 
and an attractant may be neces- 
sary if you are working on an old 
infestation. (If you are after new 
invaders this is not as necessary. ) 
A mixture of chicken manure and 
water sprayed over the trap seems 
to do the job. As a matter of fact, 
it has been found helpful in some 
bait which

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BE&PQ-Perfected Device Measures 
Methyl Bromide Concentrations 


by Randall Latta 


In charge, Division of Stored Product Insect Investigations

The Bureau cf Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine has just an- 
nounced the development of an 
instrument which will be of great 
value to commercial fumigators. 
This instrument, relatively inex- 
pensive, and portable, will deter- 
mine almost instantaneously the 
concentration of methyl bromide 
at any selected point. It is the 
hepe of the Bureau this appara- 
tus will be a part of every fumi- 
gator’s kit before many years 
have passed. The apparatus is de- 
scribed in the Bureau publication 
E-851 “Analysis of Methyl Bro- 
mide by Measurements of Ther- 
mal Conductivity” by G. L. Phil- 
lips and J. W. Bulger. 


e Gas Causes Current Change 


The apparatus, which works on 
the principle of an electric re- 
sistance thermometer, was devel- 
oped at the Bureau’s Hoboken, 
N. J., laboratory by Phillips and 
Bulger, from standard parts 
available on the market. Its oper- 
ation is very simple. A gas sam- 
ple is withdrawn through a sam- 
pling tube from any desired loca- 
tion in the fumigation enclosure. 
As it passes through the instru- 
ment, the gas concentration pres- 
ent causes a change in the current 
flow through a filament, which is 
registered on a _ galvanometer 
scale. The apparatus has been 
calibrated so the scale reading 
can be quickly converted to 
ounces of methyl bromide per 
1000 cubic feet. By attaching one 
tube after another, a number of 
sampling points can be checked in 
rotation. 

The potentialities of such an in- 
strument are considerable.  Al- 
ready it is replacing the chemical 
analysis technique used by re- 
search people to study gas distri- 
bution and concentration pat- 
terns, penetration and aeration. 
Its performance has been con- 
sistent enough in field trials, and 
its operation simple enough, to 
suggest use by the commercial 
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famigator. While adapted at 
present only to the determination 
of methyl bromide, there is every 
reason to believe it can be eventu- 
ally fitted to other gases. 


e Distribution Now 
Easy To Determine 


Commercial operators now have 
an easy means of determining the 
distribution of methyl bromide 
in a fumigation; whether or not 
they have reached all parts of a 
building, are getting proper dis- 
tribution in a freight car or fum- 
igation chamber, the dosage rate 
is high or low, and if the com- 
modity is properly aerated. By 
means of plastic tubing, which is 
inexpensive and re-usable, fumi- 
gators can sample the concentra- 
tion in any part of a chamber, a 
warehouse or mill. They can de- 
termine the penetration into bulk 
or packaged commodities. All 
guesswork can be eliminated and 
if necessary diagrams can be pre- 
pared showing sampling locations 
and concentrations present at 
given time intervals. 


When in operation a tungsten 
filament in the instrument is 
heated by passing a known con- 
stant current through it. The fil- 
ament temperature is influenced 
by the thermal conductivity of 
surrounding gas. When gas con- 
centration changes it alters the 
thermal conductivity of the gas 
mixture, which in turn alters the 
temperature of the filament, and 
its electrical resistance is changed. 
This alteration in electrical re- 
sistance can be measured. 

Measurement of thermal con- 
ductivity of gases has long been 
used in industry, but it was not 
until Phillips and Bulger tested 
available units that an attempt 
was made to use the technique 
with methyl bromide. Once the 
proper thermal conductivity unit 
was found which would give an 
adequate “signal” with methyl 
bromide, adaptation and calibra- 
tion was only a question of time. 


A conversion table for changing 
galvanometer readings to ounces 
of methyl bromide per 1000 cubic 
feet is given in E-851. The instru- 
ment was tested on concentrations 
ranging from one-half to nine 
pounds of methyl bromide per 
100 cubic feet. 

The manufacturer of the ther- 
mal conductivity units used in the 
experimental work is preparing 
to put a methyl bromide analysis 
set on the market, complete with 
instructions. The Bureau would be 
very pleased to assist commercial 
fumigators who procure such in- 
struments to plan how the units 
can be used to greatest benefit 
under various circumstances. We 
would also appreciate offers from 
industry members to make avail- 
able records collected in the fumi- 
gation of certain types of struc- 
tures, or certain kinds of commo- 
dities.

Chemical Baits For Houseflies 
Chemical baits may be the an- 
swer to control of insecticide re- 
sistant houseflies.' That is the 
belief of four entomologists of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
who say recent tests in the Or- 
lando, Florida laboratory of the 
Bureau of Entomology & Plant 
Quarantine show these baits more 
effective against resistant flies 
than any other treatment tried 
during the last three years. 
TEPP, sodium fluoro acetate, 
sodium arsenate and sodium ar- 
senite were the toxic materials 
they used in the bait tests. 
Although considered highly 
promising, the USDA emphasizes 
this method is not being recom- 
mended for general use against 
resistant flies. All the chemicals 
tested are highly toxie to both 
man and animals, and investiga- 
tions as to safe use must be made. 
Combination of the above men- 
tioned insecticides with  black- 
strap molasses or brewer’s malt 
gave good control in field tests 
in a number of Florida dairies, 
Gahan says. Chemical baits of 
sodium arsenate, water and black- 
strap molasses or malt were set 
in pans in several dairies. In 
others, floors of dairy barns were 
sprinkled with solutions of TEPP, 
blackstrap molasses and water. 
The pan method provided a high- 
er degree of control over a much 
longer period of time, and requir- 
ed fewer applications.

PHS Makes Key Shifts

USDA Changes Insecticide Act 

Effective January 19. the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced changes in the regula- 
tions for enforcement of the 
Federal Insecticide Fungicide 
and Rodenticide Act which: (1) 
Establishes a method for renewal 
of economic poison registrations 
under the Act; and (2) Clarifies 
provisions relating to permits for 
economic poisons for experiment- 
al work. 

Changes are similar to those 
proposed by the USDA on August 
13, 1952. Regulations being 
adopted provide the USDA will 
notify each registrant at the end 
of the five-year period for the 
registration of a particular prod- 
uet. If the registrant desires con- 
tinued registration, he must noti- 
fy the USDA in writing and regis- 
tration will be continued for an- 
other five years under the same 
terms as the original registration. 
This gives the USDA an _ oppor- 





tunity to review labeling and 
bring it up to date with current 
available information. If no re- 
quest is received for continued 
registration of a particular prod- 
uct, registration will be canceled. 

Revisions relating to permits 
for shipments of economic poisons 
for experimental use detail more 
thoroughly steps necessary — to 
avoid hazards from experiments. 
If they involve use on food or 
animal feed, such material must 
not be consumed except by experi- 
mental animals or there must be 
convincing proof the proposed 
use is safe. A statement of prin- 
cipal ingredients will be required 
on labels of economie poisons un- 
der permit for experimental pur- 
poses if they are sold. 

Other changes relate to data 
which must be provided in appli- 
cation for experimental permit 
and to labeling on economic poi- 
sons in an experimental status. 
No permit is required for shp 
ment of an economic poison for 
experimental use by or under 
supervision of a federal or state 
agency authorized to conduct re- 
search on economie poisons,

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USDA Research Shows Lindane 
Vaporizers Control Some Flies 


Under most conditions lindane 
vaporizers will effectively con- 
trol flies, according to a research 
report of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

USDA chemist R. A. Fulton, re- 
porting results of cooperative re- 
search with other scientists, told 
the American Association of Eeo- 
nomie Entomologists December 
meeting in Philadelphia, Pa., that 
typical lindane vaporizers  dis- 
persing about one gram of insecti- 
cide per day will control flies in 
a ventilated but sereened room 
within three hours. Suecessful 
control experiments were carried 
out in a large room (11,000 eubic 
feet) ventilated with three large 
windows and doors. The room 
also contained an air conditioner. 
Tests with lindane’ vaporizers 
showed that even with doors and 
windows open, as little as 0.4 
erams of vaporized lindane (less 
than seven parts in 10 million in 
the room’s atmosphere) killed be- 
tween 60 and 70% of flies within 
three hours. With doors and win- 
dows closed, practically 100% fly- 
kill was obtained in the same 
time. Operation of the air condi- 
tioning unit in the otherwise 
closed room did not effect effi- 
cieney of the vaporizers, it is said. 

The report pointed out, how- 
ever, that experiments «have 
shown vaporizers do not provide 
satisfactory fly control in sueh 
open structures as dairy barns, 
where flies readily enter or leave 
the building. The Department has 
approved use of lindane vaporiz- 
ers in certain types of industrial 
buildings, if they meet the re- 
quirements of the Federal Insecti- 
cide, Fungicide and Rodenticide 
Act, as administered by USDA, 
but does not recommend they be 
used in homes or other places 
where insecticidal vapors might 
be a hazard to man, animals or 
food.

If they don’t think 
rats are dangerous... 


Tell your prospective customer 
rats can and do attack human 
beings, particularly sleeping 
children. Here are two exam- 
ples, selected from news clip- 
pings received in our offices 
during the past few days. In 
Denton, Maryland, a baby girl 
five months old was attacked 
by rats in her sleep. Although 
the facts aren’t pretty, her en- 
tire face had been chewed 
away by the time she was dis- 
covered. Death followed five 
hours later in a local hospital. 
In Pittsfield, Massachusetts, a 
ten day old baby boy suffered 
the same fate, his body being 
completely mutilated by vora- 
cious rats. While “scarce’”’ sell- 
ing should not be over-empha- 
sized, it doesn’t hurt to point 
out what a dangerous animal 
the rat really is. Next time a 
rat bite incident is reported in 
your local newspaper, clip it 
out. Showing it to a hesitant 
customer may clinch your sales 
argument.

should be made every 10 feet. 

This can lead to quite an ex- 
pense if you are using 1080 in 
bait boxes. In order to get around 
it on new work, you might set up 
the 1080 bait boxes where you 
think they will do the most good, 
and in addition make cereal bait 
placement using anti- coagulant 
type chemicals. This situation 
could be changed to your stand- 
ard practice at your next visit. 

I do not mean to suggest a 
shot-gun method but you must de- 
vise combinations that will do the 
job most satisfactorily, especially 
if some of the ingredients are ex- 
pensive. 

In Texas there is yet another 
point that requires special atten- 
tion. Frequently in the eastern 
part of the State, roof rats will 
be the main problem with a few 
Norways showing up from time to 
time. As you progress with your 
work the proportion may change 
so that the remaining rats will be 
mostly all Norways. It seems that 
this species does much better in 
the face of constant oppression 
than roof rats. Those of you who 
are concerned with Norways alone 
don’t realize fortunate you 
are.

destroyers. Applications of Or- 
ganotox are made when sills and 
joists have been placed. Later, 
when sheaths and studs are in 
position, a water repellent preser- 
vative solution is applied. Again 
when hardwood floors are being 
laid, water-repellent solutions are 
applied. It is pointed out these 
three operations are performed 
after lumber is in place so all 
framing and cutting has _ been 
completed, leaving no exposed end 
cuts to cause trouble later.
